LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  August  16  states  as  follows: 

"Some  further  slackening  in  trading  activity  took  place  in  staple 
cotton  markets  here  and  in  ether  New  England  centers  during  the  past 
week,  but  there  was  little  or  no  change  in  basis  quotations  from  the 
market  levels  of  the  previous  week. 

"The  large  government  cotton  crop  estimate,  which  proved  such  a  large 
factor  in  the  gray  goods  market,  seemed  only  a  minor  influence  in  the 
extra  staple  cotton  market,  but  the  nearness  of  the  new  crop  shipping 
period  was  of  considerable  influence  in  softening  the  pressure  for  spots 
and  in  modifying  the  premiums  for  prompt  shipment.

"Middling  inch  and  five  thirty- seconds  cotton  is  nominally  quoted 
around  400  on  December,  but  not  much  trading  has  been  done  this  week 
except  in  one  quarter,  which  is  said  to  have  paid  410  to  415  on  for  it. 
Middling  inch  and  three-sixteenths  is  quoted  at  525  to  550  on  but  has 
not  been  active  this  week.     Likewise  there  has  been  little  or  no  activity 
in  Pima  cotton  which  is  no  longer  available  on  the  spot,  but  can  be  had 
out  of  the  new  crop  at  prices  around  28-g-  cents  for  number  twos. 

"Current  quotations  on  middling  October-November  shipment  now  crop 
cotton  are  given  herewith  based  on  December  futures,  FOB  New  Bedford:

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARXET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  August  23  states  as  follows: 

"Demand  for  staple  cotton  seemed  to  fade  away  during  the  past  week, 
and  trading  dropped  to  very  small  proportions  here  and  likewise  in 
practically  all  other  Now  England  cotton  markets.  ***

"Little  activity  has  been  noted  in  middling  inch  and  throe  sixteenths. 
There  have  been  tentative  quotations  around  425  to  450  on  December, 
buo  they  have  not  aroused  any  particular  response  from  tho  mills. 

■'Many  of  the  large  houses  are  still  quoting  475  to  500  on  for  this 
type,  while  the  next  longer  type,  inch  and  seven  thirty-seconds,  is 
tentatively  quoted  at  550  to  600  on,  though  no  actual  sales  have  been 
reported.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED 
EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  JULY,  1936 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
E-yptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  July  as  1,784  bales  of  500 
pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  1,335  bales  in  June  and  1,41 5  bales 
in  ISay.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  6,106  bales  in  July,  compared  with  5,297  bales  m  June 
and  5,179  bales  in  May.
